EDITORIAL 





ALTONA AND THE ELECTION 


The Labor and Democratic Labor candi- 
dates for this area gave satisfactory assur- 
ances as to their attitudes to Altona’s prob- 
lems. 


The Liberal candidate, however, by his 
silence, showed a lack of consideration or 
even unawareness of these matters. 


We must accept that the Liberal Party - 
received a further mandate from the electors 
to conduct the government of the State. 

Our disappointment arises from the in- 
ference we unhappily draw of the lack of in- 
terest in the ruling party in things vital to 
Altona, 

In this present need Altona has two 
lines of action. Directly interested‘in Altona 
it has four parliamentarians in the Assembly 
(we include. Cr. Ginifer). We are entitled to 
expect and we believe we will have some 
measure of support from-them. Much can be 
done by judicious representation by mem- 
bers of the Opposition and/or of the Govern- 
ment Party. There is also a need for increased 
emphasis on a combined interest in western 
suburbs affairs. 


Altona will not be of the fullest effec- 
tiveness. when’ it stands alone. Adjoining 
western suburbs have much the same prob- _ 
lems. 

The insidious defamation of the western 
metropolitan area continues. The attempt 
to place a delinquent centre at Bulla is but 
typical. 


To counter the trend needs the con- 
sideration which will be given by the. Altona 
Shire Council and other western councils 
acting independently. Consultations by these 
same councils could, with proper safeguards, 
lead to effective action.

SSB’s $50,000 LOAN 
FOR STREETS 


The State Savings Bank of 
Victoria has granted a loan of 
$50,000 to the Shire of Altona, for 
the construction of private 
streets. 


News of the loan was given 
by Mr. E. G. Jemmeson, man- 
ager of the Altona branch of 
the bank, who said it would be 
repayable over a 10-year period. 


Mr. Jemmeson said that, the 
SSB was well aware of the diffi- 
cult task municipalities faced 
in carrying out their works pro- 
grams and assisted them when- 
ever it could. 


The bank was renowned for 
the help it gave to home buyers, 
but it realised that the provision 
of roads, recreation facilities 
and other amenities was vital in 
a residential community. At the 
present moment it had the vast 
sum of $320,000,000 on loan to 
municipal and semi-governmental 
authorities throughout Victoria, 
and this sum was materially as- 
sisting the development of our 
State. 


Mr. Jemmeson handed the 
cheque to the council on Monday 
last. Cr. S. G. McIntosh, shire 
president, said that this regular 
gesture of the SSB each year, 
to make available such sums 
for local development, is a re- 
fiection of the bank’s confidence 
in the area and also confidence 
in the council's*ability to wisely 
spend the money for the neces- 
sary street construction. It is 
the council’s aim to have all 
private streets in settled residen- 
tial areas, completed within 12 
months. Galvin-st. is now be-
